Camp Cotton, El. Paso, Texas. 
November 1, 1916. 


My Dear Mr. Warner: 


When you look at the enclosed view of “El Paso's Pride" (see 
cut in Athletic bulletin board-Editor) you will no doubt feel that the 
incubus of education has infected the South-west as much as it has 
our dear old Michigan. Frankly I have seldom seen anything so 
magnificent in the way of educational establishments as this very 
high school. It is simply wonderful. It stands on one of the lower 
plateaus of Mt. Franklin where it is visible for miles and miles. From 
Juarez across the line it presents an example of American progressive- 
ness and looks down on the city of El Paso itself like a sentinel. I 
rode out there on my horse last week and visited the place from base- 
ment to flag staff. It has an auditorium almost as large as the 
Masonic Temple's auditorium in Saginaw. All the rooms are ex- 
tremely modern and as for the apparatus—the chemistry and physics 
laboratories are furnished like a college laboratory. Everything 
seems to be on a proportionate scale which would do justice to a city 
of even Detroit'ssize. As I came away I saw four companies of boys 
drilling on the stadium ground under regular army drill masters. It 
certainly was a sight to see those young fellows take the keenest 
sort of interest in the work.

Even our own students and followers failed to believe that a 
team representing Saginaw High could put up such a good game as 
they did against Port Huron. All four touchdowns were made by 
Captain Schmidt while Buetow kicked two goals from the field and 
Clark of Port Huron was tackled behind the goal line giving Saginaw 
the other two points. The Port Huron boys put a team in the field 
that was one of the best that Saginaw will meet this year and they 
were a scrappy bunch all the way through and did not give up until 
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the final whistle was blown. Most of the touchdowns scored by 
Saginaw were line plunges which were made possible by the accuracy 
with which our team used the forward pass attack. The accuracy 
and precision with which Jack Miller throws the ball usually results 
in a complete gain for the team. The students were on hand more 
than two hundred strong and the yelling that was heard that Sat- 
urday afternoon was worthy of mention. Penalties, however, on 
both sides marred the progress of the game. The work of the whole 
team on this occasion was worthy of mention and no man in par- 
ticular starred, but on the other hand, the team worked like a per- 
fectly oiled piece of machinery, and for this our present coach, 
"Dutch" Miller should be given much of the credit.

With barely enough opposition to keep our boys warm, we 
trimmed the Mt. Pleasant Normals on Saturday, October 28, by 
the tune of 32 to 0.

In the first five minutes' 
of play Capt. Schmidt càrried the ball over the for initial counter 
and in the second quarter Connie Kelly got the marker. In the 
third period a long pass Miller to Kelly took the ball across the Flint 
line but when tackled Kelly fumbled the ball and his older brother 
fell upon it. Schmidt and Jack Miller got the touchdowns in the 
final period. Saginaw worked an airial attack during the last half 
and it was very successful. For Flint, Blanchard was the bright 
light while Freeman was not far behind him in the form of illumina- 
tion.
